congratulate him on his being the recipient of the 
2018 Ramon Magsaysay Award! 

Mr. Sonam Wangchuk - born in 1966 did his early 
years of learning under the wise and practical care 
of his mother. So, his most important formative 
years were spent under the protective mother’s 
loving umbrella — that is where he strengthened his 
values from. 


Then, at the age of 9 he went to a formal school in 
Srinagar, as he looked slightly different, he was 
faced with discrimination, a common place 
phenomenon at schools. Having withstood that 
treatment with resilience, Mr. Wangchuk grew up 
to have a self-driven thought process and belief 
system. He stood by his tougher choice of 
Mechanical Engineering as compared to Civil 
Engineering for which his father would have very 
conveniently funded him - but to stand by his 
choice Mr. Wangchuk chose to work and earn for 
his degree in Mechanical Engineering. He taught 
High school students and, in the process, he got all 
the more close and rooted to his _ beloved 
motherland - Leh Ladakh and Mother Earth. 
Adversity is the mother of invention and braving 
adversity with objectivity and courage is what Mr. 
Wangchuk did. He has _ made 
contribution to the lives of people living in harsh 


significant 
conditions at sub-zero temperatures in the 
mountains. He has helped to design and build 
several passive solar mud buildings in mountain 
regions of Ladakh, Nepal and Sikkim to save 
energy. Mr. Wangchuk is an achiever; he knows 
that there are no quick fix solutions to any 
problems, he is a man of the soil and believes that 
the solution lies in the problem itself. The simplicity 
of his thoughts and the ‘CAN DO’ attitude has been 
a boon for the people of Ladakh - the perennial 
problem of water shortage in the summer months 
was tackled in such a simplistic manner - it’s 
unimaginable - the ice stupa is an innovative 
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concept which is the brain child of Mr. Sonam 
Wangchuk. He and his team constructed a two- 
storey prototype of an ice stupa in 2014, which 
could store around 1,50,000 litres of winter 
stream water to be used later during the 
months of April & May. It is perhaps a possible 
solution to the grave environmental challenge 
of melting glaciers and a simple remedy to 
water shortage during summer months. India 
Post has released a Special Postal Stamp Cover 
on Ice Stupas of Ladakh in March 2019. 

As Mr. Wangchuk rightly says - “If people in the 
big cities lived simply - the people in the 
mountains will simply LIVE....” 

Mr. Sonam Wangchuk is the recipient of the 
covetedRamon Magsaysay award of 2018. For 
all his path-breaking achievements, Mr. Sonam 
Wangchuk has been awarded at various 
platforms, notably ‘the ICA Honour Award 2017, 
San Francisco, CA’, the GQ Men of the Year 
Awards, Social Entrepreneur of the Year, 2017, 
Rolex Award for Enterprise, 2016, International 
Terra Award for best earth building, 2016, 
UNESCO Chair Earthen Architecture, by 
CRATerre France, 2014, and many more. He is 
here so that young children sitting here would 
someday read about him and draw inspiration. 
He is here as an example for those youngsters 
who have a desire to better their homeland. He 
is here to show that even the unimaginable and 
unachievable at the first sight is attainable with 
determination and perseverance.

Academic Achievements

On its foundation rest the cornerstones of freedom, 
democracy and sustainable human development.” 

Year after 
year we continue to raise the benchmark and our 
students diligently strive to win laurels in every 
field. The academic achievement of our students is 
our biggest strength. In the Academic Session 2018- 
2019, they proved their mettle yet again, by 
achieving an outstanding result of 100% First 
Divisions in the ICSE and ISC Examination. 


96% of the ICSE students and 100% of the ISC 
students scored distinctions in the overall 
ageregate. 

The ICSE topper was Yashvi Tikmani with a 
whopping 98.00%, closely followed by Ananya 
Khemka with 97.20% and Ritvi Jain securing 
96.60%. 

The performance of the students in ISC was 
commendable too. The topper in the Science 
stream was Rokshar Naz with 95.75%, followed by 
Komal Nehra with 90.25% and Anugya Goel 
securing 83.00%. Yashika Mittal topped the 
Commerce stream with 95.50%, closely followed 
by Charu Agrawal with 95.25% and Vrinda 
Agarwal at 94.50%. Ashi Modi and Janhvi Gupta 
topped the Humanities Stream with 93.25%, 
followed by Ritika Barua at 91.25%. 

In the International Curriculum of the 
University of Cambridge Examination, Vidushi 
Bisht got ‘A*’ in 3 Subjects. Mannat Saharan 
secured the first position in the ‘A’ Level Y1 
Examination.

Keeping in mind the importance of nutritious 
food and our children’s health and palate, this year 
onwards we have a nutritionist on board. Ms. 
Tanya Khanna is a professional nutritionist who in 
collaboration with the school Doctor, advises and 
talks to children besides guiding the Mess about 
their dietary intake. We at UWS believe that a 
healthy mind resides in a healthy body, for this the 
students need to be fit. To map each student’s 
overall physical fitness objectively in terms of 


speed, power of limbs, agility, endurance, core 
strength and flexibility, we conduct health check- 
ups and fitness tests twice a year. 

This test serves as a means of motivation for the 
pupils to improve and maintain fitness. In order to 
encourage students for better performance Fitness 
—- Medals have been introduced from this session. 

Students reaching 50 to 59 percentile would be 
awarded bronze medals, those reaching 60 to 69 
percentile would get the silver medals while those 
scoring 60 percentile and above would get Gold 
Medals. This year - 15 students have received 
bronze medals, 11 students received silver medals 
and 4 students have claimed gold medals. In the 
years to come we aspire to get all our students in 
the Gold category. 

The school works as well-oiled machinery; all 
this would not have been possible without the zeal 
and enthusiasm of our hardworking staff members 
across all the departments.

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For me being here in this wonder- 
ful school today, I never tmagined 
that this school of all girls and not 
just girls, but so full of talent and 
energy, would move me so much. 
As | watched your performances 
filled with so many emotions, 1n 
fact, | was going through each of 
the Rasas as I saw the various 
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depictions of emotions that a girl 
soes through. I really congratulate 
each one of you who have been 
working so hard behind this 
school, and I am sure that the par- 
ents who are here are very proud 
parents of this amazing school and 
their children who have deeply 


moved me today. 
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I have always been the great admir- 
er of the values and qualities that 





women embody. I have come to 
believe that girls and women are 
the hope of this world. I always 
wonder, you know, women with 
their motherly compassion and 
kindness, 1f they could be given a 
chance to run the affairs of the 
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world, we would not have seen the 
World War I, the World War II nor 
a possible World War II. How can 
a mother who understands build- 
ing homes rather than destroying, 
allow such a thing to happen if she 
had her say? And therefore, I truly 
think, that this kindness and this 
compassion that are innate, that 
are natural tor a woman, must be 
etven a chance. Hopefully, after 
this Kalt Yuga where competition 
and ereed rule the world, there will 
come a Sata Yuga where these 
qualities of women will be gtven 
the value they deserve. Women go 
through this kind of treatment be- 
cause 1n the Kalt Yuga that we are 
ltving in, these qualities are not 
valued. I want to be very hopeful, 
that there will be a time when 


human beings, particularly men, 
evolve to a higher self to believe 
more in collaboration rather than 
competition, more in love rather 
than hatred, construction rather 
than destruction, wisdom rather 
than cleverness. 
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Application ot knowledge is much 








more important than just making 
ourselves a library of information 
and knowledge. I will share now, a 
bit of our story of how we tn 
Ladakh are working with deprived 
and very less privileged children. 
We, in Ladakh, work with the other 
end of the spectrum, students who 
are considered failures, 
who are rejected by their schools, 


students 
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and I can tell you, they have a lot in 
them 1f given a chance. Both are 
very important, to work with those 
who are very bright and also with 
those who are rejected. 

In our school we do, something 
called ‘Rocket of the Year', you 
could call it ‘Cheetah of the Year’. 
Somebody who its extremely poor 
and does not score 96% or 98% or 
even 50% but went up to 75%. 
That is a huge jump. So, that kind 
of student also should be awarded 
who has scored well compared to 
his last performance. [hat would 
be an amazing way of honouring 
competition with oneself. | think, 
in future, competition will be more 
about within, comparing and com- 
peting with my own older self 
rather than only with others. 





| take you through a few images of our world in the 
high mountains. [he Himalayas which you have here, 
they are very lush green, but by the time the monsoon 
clouds reach the top, they have shed all the moisture, 
humidity and snow on the Himalayas, making 1t very 
lush and green. By the time it reaches our side of the 
mountain it’s a dry and barren desert, Ladakh 1s on the 
other side, in the rain shadow of the Himalayas. I, 
sometimes, in lighter vein say, “Nature has left us high 
and dry mountains.” It may look like, you know, not a 
part of the planet earth, 1t looks more like moonscape 
or Marscape, but if you look closely, you will see some 
oereen patches which ts a tribute to human itngenutty. 
Our ancestors made this oasis of greenery on the 
moonscape that Ladakh 1s. The only water 1s ‘fossilized 
water’ from hundreds or thousands of years, called gla- 
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ciers. If you go closer, you will see patches of greenery 
that are a contribution of humankind, enriching nature 
rather than robbing nature. 

Now, my adventure into education happened when | 
was doing my engineering. Up in the mountains, we are 
a very tiny minority and being a minority 1s not very 
easy. It's hardest when it comes to education because 
in the mountains, where the world 1s so different from 
the plains when children are told that they have to be 
educated and study. [hey are forced to read books that 
are in a language they don’t understand, that are about 
things they don’t understand, from the plains — the 
tropical plains - you just copy and paste something in 
the high Fltmalayas, 1t makes no sense. In the moun- 
tains of Ladakh, when it is -30° hour time, shivering 
cold, and the teacher makes them memorize ‘F for 
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fan’, it doesn’t make life easy. It 
doesn’t make sense. When the chi!- 
dren ask, “What 1s this contrap- 
tion?” and the teacher says, “This 
is something to keep you cool.” 
The children think why would any- 
body need to keep colder than 
what we are. 

When I had to teach children, | 
wanted to change the system, to 
make education more contextual 
to the places where tt 1s adminis- 
tered. ‘Io solve the problem of the 
region, of the people, rather than 
just a ritual that fails or passes you. 
I would go on and free these 
shackled children, who were 
made to feel like failures for no 
fault of theirs. 

We started going into the root 
causes. We saw that textbooks 
don't make sense for the high Fi1- 
malayas. So, we started changing 
the textbooks. We saw _ teachers 
didn't have the capacity to relate 
learning in the classroom to teal 
life. So, we started training teach- 
ers. Very soon the results started 
changing too, from 5% success 
rate, it reached to 55%. But at this 
point we said this is not good 
enough. Why should anybody feel 
like a failure? So, we said we need 
to hand over this to the schools 
and we need to focus and help 


these children who are still failures, 
who were not taught in the ways 
they will learn. 

That ts why I always say, “If we 
don't learn the way you teach, 
teach us the way we learn.” In a 
system that we have adopted now 
in the name of education where 
children and teenagers, young 
adults, bubbling with energy are 
placed in a classroom and made to 
memorize things, it is more sur- 
prisine that some succeed rather 
than those who fail. Those who do 
very well are more unusual than 
those who do not. Because we 
humans are not designed to learn 
in these ways, we ate more 
desioned to learn outdoors, in 
action. For millions of years, we 
have learnt by doing, not by sitting 
and reading and listening to lec- 
tures. 

So, we said, “Let’s build a school 
where energies in young adults, 1s 
stven a vent to do constructive 
things.” So, with a batch of stu- 
dents, who were so called failures, 
we went to a desert in the middle 
of nowhere and started building a 
school that would be very differ- 
ent. It was conceived and designed 
by the students and built by them. 
It was a learning opportunity for 
children and the grownups also, to 
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lve in harmony with nature and 
not destroy the planet. It was built 
with natural materials like earth or 
mud which is affordable to all, rich 
Of poor. 

lo channelise the energy in young 
adults, we said, ““lhey should take 
responsibility and become part- 
ners in running the system than 
become problems to solve.” So, 
this is the school that the students 
run, where they run the school like 
a little country with an elected gov- 
ernment and a small Parliament 


where every two months, they 


have a change of government, 
thus, preparing them for real life. 
The government runs it for two 
months and then report to the 
Parliament and that way they learn 
the lite skills that you can learn 
only by living a life rather than 
from books. They take responsi- 
bility of real life. They practically 
understand that profit is equal to 
selling price minus cost price. 
They get to apply what they learn 
in classes 1n reality, and prepare for 
real life. More complicated con- 
cepts like germ theory or microbt- 
al world, would be learned by 
applying it in something like 
making jam. Some of these stu- 
dents make a career out of what 


they learn and apply.

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THE UNFORGETTABLE 


The phone rang in my office. It was from the 





book store. “Ma’am, all the textbooks and 
notebooks for the new academic session have 
arrived. The Annual Examinations are coming 
to an end in a couple of days; the students and 
the class teachers must clear their cupboards, 
please.” I commended Mr. Joshi for his state of 
preparedness, little knowing that the entire 
planning would go for a toss in the next 
couple of days. At UWS, we could foresee the 
unintended outbreak of contagious virus 
COVID-19 and ensured that the important 
information was passed on to all the 
stakeholders and necessary arrangements 
were made. The examinations were scheduled 
within the coming few days and necessary 
amendments in the assessment pattern were 
made. Our Examinations Cycle for 2019-20 
completed amidst all the other unanticipated 
precautionary measures. 





It was not long before the first official 
lockdown was announced when the school 
authorities declared a Summer Break. We 
ensured the students’ smooth return to their 
homes without further delay. The books for 
the next session were packed in each 
students’ luggage before they left, primarily 
made possible due to proactive decision- 
making and quick response during this 
adversity. The lockdown ended our 
“traditional classes”. Yet, our high-quality 
educational curriculum continued for the 
Board Classes. Urgent faculty meetings were 
held to discuss the challenges where we 
decided to conduct online classes using 
Zoom from 22nd March. This mammoth task 
was made possible with the judicious use of 
technology, and the combined efforts and 
cooperation of the faculty, the students, and 
the IT administrators. Remarkably and 
quickly, the teachers and the students 
adjusted to this novel method. While the 
students enjoyed their summer break from 
ist April, we accelerated our preparations 
back at school, exploring several online 
teaching and assessment tools like Zoom, 
Microsoft Teams, Google Classroom, and 
ERP Fedena, to complement the classroom 
culture with the virtual space. The teachers 
worked indefatigably to adapt and prepare 
for the smooth transition from “the marker” 
to “the click” pedagogy. 
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Besides being an excellent form of professional 
development, online teaching helped achieving 
an upward learning curve. The school forged 
ahead with the procurement of new and 
upgraded technology. We _ collaborated 
withExtra-marks - The Learning Appwhich 
could be downloaded on a mobile phone or a tab 
for improved learning of the students. Having 
rebuilt the entire classroom community in a 
digital space, new policies pertaining to online 
Teaching Learning (T-L) were framed and 
communicated to the parents and students. For 
students’ online safety and privacy, a set of 
suidelines was drafted to protect them from 
inappropriate online content. Innumerable 
sessions were conducted to train the students 
on the nuances of virtual classes. We structured 
the daily schedule to accommodate both 
academics and co-curricular activities, equally. 
Apart from regular academic learning, girls 
attended music, dance, and art lessons. We also 
ensured adequate breaks between classes. 
Beginning the day with a morning assembly, 
attending sports and preps in the evening, gave 
our students a holistic virtual school experience. 
We introduced marking of attendance in every 
lesson to ascertain their participation and 
punctuality. The entire teaching faculty put 
their best foot forward to champion the T-L 
process and ensured that the academic schedule 
was maintained right from the onset of classes 
on Microsoft Teams. 


Communicating on platforms such as Teams, 
especially with cameras turned off, is extremely 
tricky! We discovered how good girls are at hide 
and seek. But they could not, by any chance, beat 
their teachers at it who spotted them every time. 
Bearing in mind the possible technical glitches, we 
introduced several innovative techniques for 
effective communication in class. We were able to 
successfully address the disciplinary issues by 
collaborating with the parents. The seamless flow 
of the classes is a testimony of the UWS family’s 
ability to adapt to modern technology, which is a 
rare feat. Our next challenge was the Half Yearly 
Examinations. Various options for online exams 
with proctoring were explored. Microsoft Teams, 
and Exam.net were used together for this purpose. 
For continuous development of our learners, we 
focused on ‘Assessment for learning’ which 
included projects, PPT’s, collaborative learning, 
peer and self-assessment, to sharpen their critical 
thinking and creativity. | 
Tools such as Kahoot, Mentimeter, Hot Potate 








Edpuzzle, and worksheets on Microsoft Team. 
were predominantly used to assess their ee 
and understand their learning needs. Teachers 
flipped the classroom to ae the language,

We at Unison prepared to overcome the 
hurdles that online platform provided, and 


continued to guide our students through 
webinars and online interactions to enable 





them to make better choices for their future. 
To begin with, we had Univariety to help with 
career counselling. 

We understand that the sooner students know 
their goal, the better it is for them. Therefore, 
we had ‘Profile Completion Webinars’ for the 
students from Grade VIII to XII. 

Thereafter, in Online Graduate open days with 
University of Melbourne, Australia, the girls 
were apprised of the courses offered and the 





criteria of admission and scholarship. 

Various others aspects such as boarding and 
lodging on campus, fee structure, were 
discussed in detail to help the girls make 
prudent decisions later. 

Ashoka University in the virtual visit 
discussed about the emerging field of Liberal 
Arts in India. The girls had a_ better 
understanding of careers related to this field. 
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School routine keeps the students engaged in 
several activities which help them grow and 
mature. However, due to the pandemic, they 
were locked in their homes which gave rise to our 
worry and we organised a webinar “How to utilize 
time at home’ for our students from Grades VIII 
to X. Mr. Jitin Chawla, a renowned Career 
counsellor in India, discussed with the children 
how they could use their time effectively at home 
during the pandemic, and develop’ an 
understanding of how utilization of one’s time at 
this hour could also contribute to their college in 
the near future. This session made the students 
understand the value of profile building besides 
constructive use of time. Not only were we 
focused on the career counselling of the students 
but also on training our teachers to handle the 
unfamiliar situation. A session for our teachers 
was taken by Ms. Mimansa Singh, Lead Clinical 
Psychologist at The Fortis group. Ms. Singh 
deliberated on the importance of understanding 
mental health and empowering teachers to notice 
the first signs of emotional turmoil in a student. 
She mentioned that the classroom is an 
important sphere of development as well as an 
agent of change in a child’s life. To add some 
colour and creativity to the webinar, “The Psyche 
of Unison’, a Poster Making © Painting 
Competition, was organized. Another webinar 
was organized to emphasize on Career Choices 
(with new age careers) and University analysis for 
students of Grades XI and XII.

The undefined nature of this state left many 
confused, leading to its impact often ignored. It 
would be safe to assume that social media is 
capable of putting an invisible pressure on our 
youth.
